Problems Confronting 
School Land Purchases 


In an interview granted to the press| 
by the Honourable C. C. Ross, Minis‘er 
of Lands and Mines, he mentioned the 
problems confronting the purchasers of 
School Lands, many of whom bought 
at a time when the financial returns from 
farm produce was very much in excess, 
of today’s prices. 

The Minister stated that since taking 
charge of the Department he has been 
giving considerable thought to .the 
situation and having cecided upon the 
necessity of granting some specific form 
of relief, action has been taken’ by 
proclamation to reduce the interest on 
undue instalments of the contracts from 
six per cent to four per cent, and interest 
on arrears from seven per cent to five 
per cent. 

The Minister stated that the most 
outstanding part of the proclamation 
deals with the assistance that will be 
given to the purchasers who bought at 
the peak of prices and who find that 
through depletion of their resources, they 
are unable to comply with. the terms of 
the contract, Such purchasers will have 
the right to make application to the 
Registrar. of The Farmers’ Creditcrs 
Arrangement Act for a comp omise, and 
the Minister explained: that the Le 
partment would write each contract 
holder as to how the purchaser should 
proceed if he wishesto take advantage 
of the legislation. 

Sales that have been cancelled since 
September 30th, 1930, may be rein- 
stated if the land is available, and such 
settlers will have the same privilege to 
bring their cases befoge the Registrar 
for a compromise or reduction in the 
terms of contracts. 

The Minister pointed out that this 
action’ is consistent with the stand 
taken by the Government at the recent 
session in dealing with the reduction and 
' settlement of outsianding debts. Those 
, settlers wishing to obtain advantage of 
_ these concess ons would, he stated, be 
‘well advised to take immediate action 
so that they may secure the full benefit 
‘ offered by these amendments,

Assistance Needed a 


While it is a matter for congratulation that Churchill, the Hudson's 
Bay port, is enjoying a record shipping season this year, it is passing 
strange that active steps to promote increased traffic for the route, for the 
establishment of which the west fought for over 50 years, should be left to 
“outsiders.” 

For better than half a century, farmers and business men of the 


prairie provinces fought against great odds to establish the Hudson Bay | 


route by the construction of a railway line, and terminal facilities on the 
Bay to handle traffic which they hoped would eventually result in better | 
returns for agricultural products shipped out and reduced prices for 
merchandise shipped in. 

The first objective was achieved in 1932 when the SS. Pennyworth| 
steamed into Churchill Harbor with a cargo of commodities from overseas 
for Western Canadian consumption and left again with a full cargo of 
Western Canadian grain for European markets, Since that time there has 


been an annual increase in the number of inward and outward bound vessels! 


making use of the route until this year, 14 boats have entered the harbor) 
with a possibility that the number would be increased to 16 before the | 
close of navigation. ° 


While, however, these results indicate some progress in the .develop-| 


ment of traffic by the short and direct route between Western Canada and) 
Europe, the development is not rapid enough to ensure the full benefits | 
which prairie producers and consumers should be reaping from the opera-’ 
tion of this great project. If the route is to be of maximum service and 
benefit to the west, the people of the west, for whose advanage these facili- 
ties were devised, must take active steps to promote the use of the service 
to its greatest possible extent and as speedily as conditions permit. 


Recently two notable and interested authorities testified, almost on the, 
same day, that this is not being done; that the people of the prairies are not, 


taking as much interest as they should in speeding up traffic and that, in 
effect, they are apathetic. 

Said R. S. Dalgleish of Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, chairman of the 
Board of the Dalgleish Shipping Line, which company has operated more 


boats in and out of Churchill since the inception of the route than any other |

Coming from the sources they do, these comments indicate that these 
facilities are capable of providing much greater service to the people of the) 
prairie provinces than they are now doing, provided the people most vitally 


interested in the development of the route take the necessary steps to en-! 


sure the maximum use of them. 


As is intimated by another authority, the greatest possible benefits in| 


the way of reduced costs can only be secured by a big volume of business. 
This is axiomatic in practically all commercial undertakings. 

Mr. Lawes told the press that the French Louis Dreyfus and Co. feds 
was shipping out five million bushels of wheat this season through the Bay 
channel and said that ten million bushels was a reasonable objective for 
1937, but he gave a specific instance of loss of traffic as a result of failure 
to furnish commodities which could have been handled had they been ayail- 
able. 

He reported that the Montreal Shipping Company has ordered the 
steamship “Brandon” fitted out to handle livestock. “However,” he added, 
“arrangemens were not begun in time and no cattle were available for the 
dates on which the ship could come to the port.” 

It is true that the On-to-the-Bay Association has done much to promote 
the development of trade via the Hudson Bay route since the railway line 
and t.rminal facilities were completed by aiding successful efforts to secure 
reduced carrying charges and insurance rates as well as extension of the 
navigation season, but these efforts must be aided and abetted to the great- 
est possible extent by government agencies, business concerns, farmer 
organizations and individuals, if the most is to be made of the new route. 

The Hudson Bay route, like Topsy, must not be allowed to just grow 
haphazardly, but its development must be/ accelerated by vigorous effort 
and alert salesmanship on the part of all citizens of the prairie provinces.

Canada’s New Coinage

After Ten-Yoar Blindness 


Young Man Gets Real Thrill When 
Sight Comes Back 

After ten years of total blindness, 
Roy K. Kendrick of Bondi, Australia, 
suddenly recovered his sight while 
shaving. 

Kenrick was blinded in a soccer 
match in 1926 when he was 22 years 
old and had reconciled himself to 
the doctors’ verdict that he would 
never see again. 

“When I was shaving,” he said, 
‘I felt a strange sensation in my 
eyes. I thought I could see my face 
in the mirror, but imagination has 
played some strange tricks on me in 
the last few years. I rushed out of 
my room and saw the sky—blue, 
with white clouds. 

“Then I went back to finish my 
shaving. I dressed by touch in the 
way I have learned, and then went 
out into the street. It was all vague, 
but what I felt could not be describ- 
ed. Buildings I remember having 
passed scores of times. I could see 
them—and women dressed very dif- 
ferently from ten years ago. I kept 
noticing things and reading adver- 
tisements — anything. Then I ran 
laugh- 
I 
It was difficult to 
focus at first, but I am getting used 
to my eyes again. When I want 
anything, my first impulse is: to reach 
out to touch it rather than look.”

GIVES SUPPORT TO 
PLAN TOBRING OUT 
BRITISH SETTLERS 


Saskatoon.—-British settlers, brought 
to Saskatchewan under a_ well-de- 
vised plan, would be of benefit in 
helping develop resources of the 
province, was the opinion expressed 


| here by ministers of the provincial 


government in connection with the 
Saskatchewan immigration and set- 
tlement convention. 

Premier W. J, Patterson, speaking 
at a board of trade dinner for the 
delegates, saw gain to Saskatchewan 
by the advent of British settlers, He 
stated he believed that a policy of 
immigration, avoiding mistakes made 
in similar policies in the past, could 
easily be presented. 

‘To extend our markets is essen- 
tial to progress in Canada and we 
cannot do that by sitting tight on 
our natural resources,” said Hon. 
George Spence, minister of public 
works, “Great Britain has the money 
to develop these resources and the 
population to bring about the de- 
velopment. Unless something of an 
all-embracing: character is done, we 
will never be rid of the depression.” 

Mr. Spence spoke before a regular 
session of the convention. 

The early settlement of Saskat- 
chewan had been secured through a 
vigorous plan of immigration, said 
Mr. Patterson. There had been many 
mistakes made, yet many of the im- 
migrants had stood the “real test of 
courage, ability and resourcefulness,” 
and had made a great success here. 

The advisability of starting an im- 
migratfon program was. questioned 
by some in Saskatchewan, the pre- 
mier stated, There were persons who 
argued that restricted markets and 
struggle. for existence of those 
already here were not conductive to 
the plan. These thinkers had some 
force, he realized. 

Similarly, there were two camps 


| of thought for finding a solution to 


the present problem. One camp be- 
restricted’ production would 
make the producer richer, and the 
other believed the wealth of any 


| nation was in the volume of its pro- 


duction. 

Personally, the premier stated, he 
favored the latter view. The world 
needed much more produce, for pro- 
duction had by no means overcome 
consumption, and even consumption 
needed greater development. 

“What is there to gain by restric- 
tion of wheat production, for in- 
stance,” Mr. Patterson asked. “If we 
restrict production, some other na- 
ion will increase production.” 

Again, the speaker argued that 
the true picture of Canada’s position 
could not be based on the past five 
years, when world depression as well 
as drouth conditions had been un- 
favorable but temporary factors.

Canada May Be Called Upon 


To Assist Great Britain In 
Rearmament Programme 


A possibility that Canada’s manu- 
facturing and mining resources will 
be enlisted to assist Great Britain in 
accelerating her rearmament pro- 
gramme was under consideration. 
The government has discovered that 
tha raté of progress has been too 
slow, There is a shortage of skilled 
labo¥ sin certain essential industries, 
particdlarly in aircraft construction, 
and it is felt that Britain will be 
compelled té..give contracts to Cana- 
dian firms. 

Britain has not forgotten the as- 
sistance lent by Canada during the 
last war, particularly in submarine 
construction, but at present none of 
the leading munitions firms have any 
knowledge of contracts likely to go 
to Canada. All they will admit is 
that the possibility must be seriously 
considered. 

The manufacturing of plywood for 
airplanes from Canadian logs will 
begin at Manchester within the next 
few weeks. Until recently plywood 
has been imported from Germany. It 
is now understood that the necessary 
machinery for manufacturing ply- 
wood has been imported, and under 
the supervision of German experts a 
factory will be constructed which 
will more than supply British air- 
craft requirements by use of Cana- 
dian logs. In the essential rearma- 
ment industries, with the exception 
of aircraft, there is a good supply of 
labor. Workers, however, are reluct- 
ant to leave their homes for aces? 
where Britain’s new munition works 
are being established. The munition 
bases are being constructed at places 
which are far removed from pen 
air attacks such as the west of Eng- 
land, Wales, Hereford, Pembroke, 
Cornwall and Ulster. 

The skilled laborers from Glasgow 
and London and the northeast coast 
do not want to leave their homes, 
and for this reason, as much as any 
other, Canadian manufacturers may 
be enlisted in the rearmament pro- 
gramme. 

It is expected that the Labor party 
at its next conference, will, in spite 
of bitter dissension among its own 
group, agree to support the govern- 
ment’s rearmament programme.

Autamn Work In The Garden 


Methods Of Protecting Perennial 
Plants In The Fall 

As soon as the tops of the plants 
are frozen or have died off, they 
should be removed and burned. If 
the tops of perennial plants are left 
on’the bed all winter there is danger 
that they may harbour disease 
spores and insects which may have 
been present on.the plants, As soon 
as the ground is frozen a mulch.of old 
manure, straws or evergreen 
branches can be applied to help to 
hold the snow. Sometimes the stems 
of the plants are left for this pur- 
pose but it is not recommended. 
Some plants which are frequently 
attacked by slugs can be protected 
by covering the crown with old coal 
ashes. The same thing is useful 
around foxgloves and hollyhocks to 
prevent water standing in the crowns 
and then freezing. If the leaves of 
hollyhocks and foxgloves are very 
numerous some of them can be re- 
moved. 

September and October are the 
months when spring flowering bulbs 
are planted and clumps of them in a 
perennial border are greatly appre- 
ciated in spring. Besides Daffodils 
and Tulips which can be obtained in 
many varieties and colours there are 
other attractive bulbous plants such 
as Chionodxa—Glory of the Snow, 
Scilla sibirica—Siberian Squill, both 
of which have blue flowers, Crocus 
which can be obtained in white, yel- 
low and purple varieties. These are 
amongst the earliest of flowers to 
bloom in the spring. Muscari— 
Grape Hyacinth with dark blue flow- 
ers like a hyacinth in miniature 
bloom a little later. 

Lilies are also grown from bulbs 
which should be planted in October. 
Some of the best and easiest to grow 
are L. amabile, L. tenuifolium, L. 
regale, L, Willmottiae and L. Henryi.

Seed Selection For Next 


Year’s Grain Crop Is A 
Matter Of Prime Importance 


No Real Answer 


Will Attack And Kill But 
Not Always 

Do sharks attack and kill men! 
There is probably no question over 
which there has been more dispute. 
The truth appears to be that this 
question cannot be answered with a 
simple yes or no. Colonel Hugh D. 
Wise, U.S. Army, retired, has some 
interesting opinions on this subject, 
as shark-fishing has been a life-time 
hobby with him. He has pursued his 
favorite sport in many waters in 
various parts of the world: 

“Sharks” he says, “dd not go 
forth to stalk men as cats do mice. 
Fish are the regular victims of even 
the most predatory sharks, and man, 
though probably an acceptable mor- 
sel, would be a most unexpected ad- 
dition to their menus. Nevertheless, 
sharks do occasionally get him. 

“There must be a more solid 
foundation than superstition and 
imagination for the general and real 
fear shared by practically all water- 
men, though few of them can cite 
cases of sharks attacks within their 
own personal knowledge. 

“There are countless instances of 
the eating of dead men by sharks, 
and there are many reports of their 
attacks upon live men, Both our 
war depdttment and our navy de- 
partment officially report several 
such killings. Nevertheless, I have 
repeatedly seen soldiers from trans- 
ported in shark-infested waters, swim- 
ming unharmed about the ship and 
thousands of tourists watch natives 
diving for pennies at tropical ports, 
where harbors are teeming with 
sharks, without ever seeing a diver 
harmed by one. 

‘It is quite necessary to realize 
that there is a difference between 
shark bite and shark attack, and that 
lack of caution may, and often does, 
result in severe laceration from the 
teeth or in a terrific wallop from the 
tail of a frightened or wounded 
shark.” 

He cites numerous instances in 
which men were attacked and de- 
voured and tells of cases where not 
only were swimming men seized, but 
also where sharks grabbed the oars 
or outriggers of boats.

Scientists At Philadelphia Zoo Double 
Output Of Eggs 

By a new scientific feeding basis, 
scientists at the Philadelphia zoo 
have been able to double the output 
of eggs from their hens and birds dur- 
ing the past year.

While Canada as a whole will har- 
vest a light grain crop this year, 
fortunately there are normal crops 
throughout the Maritime Provinces, 
in Quebec, and in certain areas in 
each of the other provinces. -How- 
ever, these crops will scarcely offset 
the shortages which exist in other 
parts of the country. 

By judicious planning, states the 
Dominion Seed Commissioner, even a 
light crop may be used so advantage- 
ously that no serious inconveniences 
will be entailed. In so planning, first 
thought must be given to the seed 
supply for the following year, he ex- 
plained. Indeed, seed supply is the 
prime consideration, whether the 
crop be light or abundant. When, as 
in 1986, the bulk of grain from which 
seed is to be selected is much less 
than normal, the matter of seed 
selection is paramount and should 
receive the early and careful con- 
sideration of farmers. 

Some crops harvested may be al- 
most entirely unfit for seed owing to 
lack of weight or because of injury 
to germination through weathering, 
but on most Canadian farms, at 
least part of the grain harvested will 
be of a quality fit for seed, if proper- 
ly cleaned and graded. 

Farmers who take stock of their 
grain supply soon after harvest and 
reserve, wherever possible, a portidn 
of the best quality of their wheat, 
oats, barley or other grain for seed 
next year will not only benefit them- 
selves but will perform a valued 
public service.

Congestion In Air Lanes 

Traffic cops have finally taken over 
the United States sky lanes. 

It hasn't reached the no-parking 
stage yet, but the bureau of air 
commerce is rapidly setting up an 
airways traffic control system which 
directs "planes as the pojiceman at 
the corner bosses autoists. 

Each station has a large map 
showing the air routes in and out of 
airports.

This Decision After Survey

Duplicates Of Crown Jewels 


London Firm Busy: Filling Orders 
For Coronation Display 

The “crown jewels” of England 
are coming to America—in cargo 
lots. 

In fact, if the United States should 
decide to enthrone a king any time 
within the next few months there 
will be enough glittering crowns on 
hand to outfit a whole royal family, 

With King Edward VIII.’s corona- 
tion set for next May, a London firm 
is busily turning out duplicates of 
the famous British crown jewels. 

Scores of orders have come from 
American cities for display in con- 
nection with next year’s coronation 
ceremonies, while dozens of others 
have come from Australia, New Zea- 
land, Canada and South Africa. 

Except that the “gems” are glass 
and the “gold” is imitation, the 
crowns are identical with the _his- 
torical jewels which are kept under 
heavy guard in the Tower of Lon- 
don, 

Each set contains five crowns, five 
swords, six scepters, two orbs, the 
spurs and bracelets of St. George, and 
other regal paraphernalia including 
the famed Order of the Garter. 


Fuel Tanks In Wings 


New Soviet ’Plane Makes Maiden 
Non-Stop Flight 

An aeroplane which may revolu- 
tionize aircraft design has made a 
successful 5,858-mile non-stop maid- 
en flight in Soviet Russia. The ma- 
chine is known as the ANT-25. It 
has been perfected by Professor A. 
N. Tupelov. 

The machine is a monoplane with 
fuel tanks in the wings. Special 
balloons of light rubberized fabric 


take the place of floats to enable the) 


machine to land on water. 

These balloons are connected by 
a common feed so that the pilot can, 
by pressing with his foot, inflate the 
balloons and fill all of them. 

In the event of a forced landing 
on water, this balloon system, it is 
claimed, would enable the aeroplane 
to stay afloat for a_ considerable 
period. The machine is also the first 
Soviet aeroplane to be equipped with 
an electrically operated retractable 
undercarriage fitted with an oil shock 
absorber,
